Edward D. Vandeleur, secretary 
of the California State Federation 
of Labor, who last week filed a 
protest as a taxpayer, charging 
fraud on the electors in the peti- 
tions, made the announcement to- 
day on advice of counsel. 

The new move will be an applica- 
tion for a writ of mandate from the 
court to instruct the secretary of 
state to comply with a new law and 
transmit the protest to the board 
of title commissioners, for hearifify 
as a separate body. The board is 
composed of members of the dis- 
trict court of appeals with which 
the application will be filed, 

The object is to block circulation 
of the petitions and the obtaining 
of the necessary number of signa- 
tures required to put the measure 
on the ballot at the November elec- 
tion. July 20th is the final date for 
filing petitions, 

“Regardless of this action, all 
members of organized labor must 
continue to fight diligently and 
stop the public from being victim- 
ized into signing petitions for this 
measure,” Vandeleur said. 

“Committees are being organized 
by many central councils and indi- 
vidual unions to carry on the fight, 
but it is up to every individual 
member of organized labor to do 
his or her part and warn friends 
and neighbors against this pro- 
which has even been con- 
demned by civic and legal groups. 

“Tf it is not defeated labor and 
the public will suffer. Any group 
individual that not familiar 
with its purposes may obtain infor- 
mation from any central council, 
officer the federation, or tHe 
secretary's office of the federation 
in San Francisco.”

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Investors Organize Against Railroad 


Workers 


An indication that investors are usually afflicted with con- 
genial and hidebound shortsightedness when it comes to a 
consideration of wages is apparent in the action of the national 
council of investors in forming state units to influence legisla- 
tion in favor of railroad security owners with especial emphasis 
on the wages question. 

Of course to the investors who own railroad stocks and 
bonds the wages question means joining with the railroad exec- 
utive in their endeavor to force the railroad workers to accept 
lower wages and consequently lower standards of living. 


The railroad workers are the men who do the work in trans- 
porting passengers and freight. They are the persons who 
manufacture transportation, a commodity which the railroad 
executives sell and from the proceeds of which the investors in 
railroad securities receive their interest and dividends. 

Good wages for the men who perform the useful work in 
the production of railroad transportation is the fundamental and 
primary charge against the railroad industry. It is a manifesta- 
tion of bad executive judgment for railroad executives to seek to 
cut the wages and reduce the living standards of the railroad 
employes. But for the railroad investors to make common ground 
with the railroad executives in undertaking to slash the living 
standards of those without whom there would be no railroad 
transportation manufactured, no dividends and no interest on 
railroad securities is shortsightedness carried to the extreme. 

If the national council of investors were imbued with the 
genuine patriotism which should characterize those whose income 
is frequently described as “unearned,” its members would turn 
from their subversive endeavors to slash railroad wages for the 
benefit of rail security owners and take up the rail difficulties 
underlying the railroad problem. One of these difficulties is the 
interest on railroad bonds. It has been suggested that voluntary 
agreements with railroad bondholders to accept lower interest 
rates until business recovery reaches the nation’s railroad indus- 
try would relieve considerable of the distress experienced by 
railroad managements. Serious consideration of this suggestion 
by the national council of investors would undoubtedly be more 
in the public interest than joining with the railroad executives 
to slash wages of railroad workers. It would also very likely 
benefit the railroad bondholders. This view is held by Senator 
Borah of Idaho, who proposes that those who own railroad 
bonds take a drastic cut in interest rates to help the railroad 
executives through their present financial difficulties. Suggesting 
possible government loans to the railroads if the interest slash | 
were made, Senator Borah said “the bondholders would rather | 
have an assured three per cent than a six per cent return that 
they do not get.” 


Sloan’s Brainstorm on Wages 


A defense of the low wages and long hours which many em- 
ployers force hundreds of thousands of working men and women 
to accept featured a message sent by Alfred P. Sloan, Jr., chair- 
man of the General Motors corporation, to the company’s 
375,000 stockholders, in a communication on the “trend of busi- 
ness distributed with the June dividend checks. 

Asserting that the nation’s system of production and distribu- 
tion of wealth had been unbalanced by too rapid increase in 
wages and shortening of hours, Mr. Sloan unlimbered good-sized 
chunks of his ire against the federal wage and hour act as a 
continuation by government fiat of the unbalancing process. 

What are the wage rates which cause Mr. Sloan’s wrath to 
knock the top out of his temperamental thermometer? For the 
first year after the act becomes effective employers in the indus- 
tries covered by it will be required to pay their employes not less 
than 25 cents per hour with a maximum work week of 44 hours. 
This amounts to $11 for a full-time week. For the next six years |, 
the minimum wage must be not less than 30 cents per hour. 
For the first year of this six-year period the length of the maxi- 
mum work week is reduced to 42 hours, or $12.60 for a full- 
time week. For the next five years the maximum work week is 
reduced to 40 hours and the minimum pay raised to 40 cents an 
hour by the end of that period. When the wage is raised to 40 
cents, the workers will receive $16 for a full-time week. 

The contemplated high wages which Mr. Sloan visions as 

_ still further unbalancing the American system of production and 
distribution are $11 for a 44-hour week, $12.60 for a 42-hour 
week, and, ultimately, $16 for a 40-hour week. 

Personally, Mr. Sloan doesn’t have to worry. Last year he is 
reported to have been paid a remuneration in the neighborhood 
of $650,000 for his services to the stockholders of General Mo- 
tors. Safely protected from want by the munificent salary, he 
would do well to hide his totally unwarranted hostility to a 
measure which prohibits employers from paying their employes 
less than the altogether-too-low weekly wages of $11 next year, 
$12.60 the year following, and $16 by 1945. 


Housing Loans Create Jobs for Jobless 


The tremendous force exercised by federal loans for housing 
in the mitigation of the unemployment tragedy by creating work 
for the workless is impressively revealed in the estimate of the 
number of jobs that will result from the provision in the $3,700,- 
000,000 spending-lending-recovery bill passed by congress au- 
thorizing the United States housing authority to use an addi- 
tional $300,000,000 for self liquidating loans to assist slum 
clearance and housing for low-income groups Last year congress 
authorized $500,000,000 for this purpose.

HOUSE LEADERS SCORN 
LEWIS’ BULLDOZING 


The bulldozing tactics of John L. 
Lewis, chief of the C. I. O,, in at- 
tempting to coerce leaders of the 
house of representatives to force 
the bill amending the Walsh-Healey 
Public Contracts act to a vote in 
the house during the closing days 
of congress were thoroughly resent- 
ed by many congressmen, who an- 
nounced that their support of the 
measure was chilled by Lewis’ pro- 
cedure. 

The bill amending the contracts 
act had already passed the senate. 
In the house the bill, although it 
was favorably reported by a ma- 
jority of the judiciary committee, 
met heavy opposition in a minority 
report by seven members of the 
committee. Because of this contro- 
versy in the committee and the 
legislative policy for the last days 
of the session formulated by the 
majority leadership of the house, 
the rules committee refused to 
make consideration of the bill a 
special order. 

Lewis camped in Speaker Bank- 
head’s office and exercised the 
pressure of himself and his C. I. O. 
associates on the rules committee 
to change its decision. Despite 
Lewis’ coercive tactics the rules 
committee refused to budge. 

Later, Lewis endeavored to have 
Speaker Bankhead recognize some 
representative to call up the bill 
under suspension of the rules. 
After conferring with Majority 
Leader Rayburn, Mr. Bankhead re- 
fused to accede to Lewis’ demand. 
The speaker said the house judi- 
ciary committee was opposed to 
one phase of the bill, and that the 
rules committee had refused by a 
large majority to give the bill spe- 
cial status,

(Rutledge): Well, in 
that case I guess I will have to get 
along with him because he might 
be of some help in the next elec- 
tion, and if he could get one out 
of every five of his girl friends to 
“Win with Quinn” it’s a cinch I 
could get a couple of passes to the 
grunt and groans at least once a 
year. The discussion then went into 
the excuse stage and as usual Rut- 
ledge played cards on Friday. 

At the last meeting of the joint 
committee the final date for sign- 
ing of the new agreements by con- 
tractors was set at July 15, 1938.

CONGRESS PASSES UNEMPLOYMENT 
INSURANCE LAW FOR RAIL WORKERS 


One of the commendable acts of 
the seventy-fifth congress which 
adjourned on June 16 was the pas- 
sage of the bill establishing an un- 
employment insurance system for 
railroad employes. 

Bills with this object in view 
were prepared by the association 
of railway labor executives and in- 
troduced early this year in both the 
senate and house of representa- 
tives. Due to the intricacy of par- 
liamentary procedure they were 
not reported from the committees 
unti a week before congress ad- 
journed. But the influence of the 
association of railway labor execu- 
tives combined with a statement by 
President William Green of the 
American Federation of Labor 
placing the A. F. of L. back of the 
proposal, were sufficiently strong 
to secure the enactment of the bill 
before adjournment. 

Mr. Green's statement said that 
“simple justice demands passage of 
this bill before adjournment,” add- 
ing: 

“At present railroad workers do 
not come within the scope of the 
social security act. Old age pen- 
sions are provided for them sepa- 


rately under the railroad retire- 
ment act. However, there is no 
present provision for unemploy- 


ment insurance for railroad work- 
ers. 

“The pending bill would make up 
this deficiency. It would help espe- 
cially the less fortunate and least 
protected railroad workers, those 
who can ill afford to withstand ex- 
tended periods of unemployment.

ORDERED REINSTATED 
Labor Board Finds Grace Com- 

pany, of Belton, Mo., Promoted 

Company Union and Discrimin- 

ated Against 21 Employes for 

Membership in U. G. W. 

The national labor relations 
board has issued an order against 
the Grace company, Belton, Mo.,, 
garment manufacturer, requiring 
the company to “disestablish” 
Grace company workers’ union, an 
unaffiliated organization, as repre- 
sentative of any of its approxi- 
mately 50 employes. 

The board also ordered the com- 
pany “to reinstate with back pay 
21 employes discharged or locked 
out.in April and May, 1937, because 
they refused to become members 
of the independent union and be- 
cause they joined and assisted 
United Garment Workers of Amer- 
ica, Local 47,” an affiliate of the 
American Federation of Labor. 

The board said that, according 
to the testimony, in April, 1937, the 
A. F, of L. union presented to the 
president of the company a _ con- 
tract providing for a $16 weekly 
minimum wage, and that the C. I. 
O. union presented a contract pro- 
viding for a $13 weekly minimum. 
At first the president of the com- 
pany looked favorably at the CIO, 
but later decided to encourage the 
formation of a company union, 
closed the plant while the organiza- 
tion was being perfected and then 
made a “closed-shop” contract with 
the company-induced group. When 
the plant opened, members of the 
united garment workers’ local un- 
ion who reported for work “found 
the entrance blocked by members 
of the independent union, who told 
them they could not come in unless 
they joined the independent.” 

Confronted with these facts, the 
labor board ruled that since the in- 
dependent union “had come into 
existence and effected its closed- 
shop contract through unfair labor 
practices on the part of the com- 
pany, and since all 18 of the locked 
out united members would have re- 
turned to their work had the un- 
fair labor practices not been com- 
mitted, the apparent severance of 
their employment was attributable 
to the company, and constituted a 
discrimination against them be- 
cause of their united membership, 
which must be rectified by rein- 
statements with back pay.”

FORTY-HOUR WEEK AIDS 
FRANCE, OFFICIAL SAYS 


Blunt denial that the forty-hour 
week in France had resulted in the 
disorganization of industry, which 
is the usual criticism mobiized by 
employer advocates of the long 
work week both in that country 
and in other countries, was made 
by Paul Ramadier, French minister 
of labor, in an address before the 
International Labor Conference at 
Geneva. 


France, he said, had gained great 
benefits from her forty-hour week 
experiment. Among these benefits 
he included more social peace re- 
vealed by the fact that the number 
of workers on strike had decreased 
from 1,800,000 in June, 1936, to 2,514 
last month. In addition, work was 
better distributed and the number 
of unemployed reduced. 

Of course, he said, there had been 
some difficulties in adjusting in- 
dustry to the shorter work week, 
but they were not so serious to 
prevent France profiting in a very 
tangible manner by the reform.

The program will be launched on 
a minimum of fifty-five stations, 
with the number increasing to 10U 
or more as rapidly as possible. 
Include Major News Episodes 

Running fifteen minutes, all pro- 
grams will be recorded and will 
run at various times throughout the 
country, The programs will be writ- 
ten, direated and produced by Ches- 
ter M. Wright and associates and 
will be recorded in the Washington 
studios of Radioscriptions, Ine. 
Walter Knobeloch is production di- 
rector, 

In each program there will be re- 
enactment of three major news 
episodes, with one or two shorter 
events, A complete orchestra will 
work in the making of each pro- 
gram. 

The American Federation of La-, 
bor’s program calls for one record- 
ing a month, at the beginning. This 
schedule will be stepped up to twice 


a month, if demand develops, and 
finally to once a week. For the 
summer months the once-a-month 


schedule probably will prevail. 

“Watch for ‘The Labor Parade’ 
on your local station,” advises Presi- 
dent Green. “Go to your station 
now and.ask if the new labor pro- 
grams has been secured. If not, ask 
why not—and follow it up until 
successful.”

MARCHING ALONG NON-UNION MAGAZINES 


WITH THE A. F. L. 


MORE LABOR NEWS 


An A, F. of L. organizing drive, 
among the east coast seamen now 
affiliated with the C, I. O. was fore- 
seen recently when Harry Lund- 


berg, secretary of the _ sailors’ 
union of the Pacific, asserted that 
A. F. of L. President William 


Green had promised him a na- 
tional charter for seamen, 


The sailors’ union recently voted 
to rejoin the A. F. of L. While 
other informed sources maintained 
that Green had offered Lundeberg 
only west coast jurisdiction, Lunde- 
berg insisted ‘we can have our 
charter any time we want it.” 


Meanwhile sailors’ leaders an- 
nounced that 7000 local members 
voted to strike if the government 
attempted to set up what they 
termed “fink” halls for hiring sea- 
men, 


Reports from San Diego say that 
picketing to enforce Sunday clos- 
ing was held to be within the legal 
rights of labor unions, The fourth 
district court of appeals ruled so in 
an important decision handed down 
in that city recently. 

The case involved a union picket, 
and four store keepers in Bakers- 
field who refused to sign a labor 
union contract to keep their places 
of business closed on Sunday. 
Accuse Labor Board 

At Aberdeen, Wash., recently the 
lumber and sawmill workers, who 
are affiliated with the American 
Federation of Labor, accusing the 
regional relations board with 
“sross bias and extreme partisan- 
ship’ and “stalling” requested 
elections in local mills, appealed di- 
rectly to President Roosevelt to 
hasten settlement of labor contro- 
versies on Gray's harbor.
